growing counties to fall 
in 
line 
With the plan of the administra­ 
tion to reduce the acreage, and con­ 
sequently bolster the price of the 
remaining crop. 
Farmers have contracted to plow 
up 5805 acres- of thfc present acre­ 
age of 14,889, or 37 per cent 
of 
the growing crop. As a whole, the 
growers agreed to do away with 
§1 per cent more than the County 
quota of 4050 acres. 
County Agent Furry states that 
the first notices to destroy the cot­ 
ton will reach Scott County farm­ 
ers next Monday. 
These 
notices 
are being mailed out from Wash­ 
ington direct to each grower. The 
man should plow up his portion of 
cotton as soon as this instruction 
is received from Washington. Fur­ 
ther, each farmer should pay par­ 
ticular attention that he plow up 
the exact amount 
that 
ne 
has 
agreed to plow up and on 
that 
particular part of the field which he 
has agreed to plow. As soon as he 
has destroyed his cotton, he is to 
notify 
the 
committeeman 
who 
signed him, stating that this 
is 
ready for final inspection. As soon 
as the final inspection is given him 
he is certified to Washington and a 
check is sent him by return mail. 
All growers realize that when in­ 
structions are received to plow up 
that portion of cotton, he must do 
so. 
The quicker the crop is 
de­ 
stroyed, the quicker the check 
is 
received. 
In case the man 
does 
not destroy his cotton, the govern­ 
ment reserves the right to employ 
another person to do this work and 
the cost of same will be deducted 
from his benefit.

It’s Playtime in Missouri Ozarks

The beautiful vistas of Missou­ 
ri^ wooded sections and the long 
curving winding trails through the 
Ozark regions are absent when the 
traveler reaches this center of the 
prairie 
country. 
The 
“Sikeston 
Ridge” a 
long, 
north-and-south 
three to five-mile wide section of 
rich soil, 
elevated 
some 
ten to 
twenty feet over 
the 
seemingly 
endless stretches of level country 
which 
once 
comprised 
a dismal 
swamp, is the only break in 
the 
landscape, and that is hardly per­ 
ceptible unless the traveler’s 
at­ 
tention is called to rise in the ter­ 
rain. 
Highway 61 connecting the land 
of King Cotton with the metropolis 
of St. Louis in this immediate vi­ 
cinity stretches for miles and miles 
through even, monotonous, cotton 
fields, occasional nigger shacks, 
fields of corn, wheat and peas. But 
the strange fact is a m atter 
of 
record, 
that 
on 
the 
21-mile 
straightaway of the Highway south 
of here, more wrecks fatal ami ser­ 
ious, hare occurred than in 
the 
winding trails of the Mil country 
some 50 miles west or as far north. 
Yet there Is not a curve worthy of 
the name in the entire 21 miles. 
But the rambler need 
not fall 
asleep. 
Should he .acqaaint him­ 
self with the history, thus far un­ 
recorded in full, of thi country, he 
would remain awake a t the wheel, 
and he would enjoy the country­ 
side. 
Natural Bridge 


For instance, 
some 
25 
miles 
south of this place and two 
and 
one-half miles west of Route 61 ¿»n 
Highway 62 is one of nature’s rare 
wonders . . a natural bridge form­ 
ed decades ago between two huge 
elm trees. Few persons have seen 
this strange nnion of two grow­ 
ing trees, hidden as it is in a 
bramble of blackberry bushes and 
thick undergrowth. Still it is only 
a few paces from the right-of-way 
acquired by the State when Route 
62 was constructed. 
It is located 
in the southeast corner of a woods 
tract owned by J. Chawney. who 
lives a scant quarter mile distant. 
Little river and a one-room store 
known as Metzville is nearby west 
about the same distance. 
Kinzie Kennett Baker, a South­ 
east Missouri naturalist and stud­ 
ent of archeology “discovered” the 
tree in his rambles, but natives 
of the district state that the bridge 
has long been a m atter of 
local 
comment. 
It appears as though 
the west tree of the two at one 
time probably split at 
the 
base. 
The 
fallen 
branch 
leaned over 
against a tree at that time possi­ 
bly twice its size, 
and 
in 
time 
winds rubbing the twig against the 
rough bark of the neighbor per­ 
formed the miracle of a perfect 
graft or union. 
The trees 
are 
approximately 
fifteen feet apart, while the ‘bridge’ 
is nearly 18 inches in diameter. 


Civil War Fort 


Back again on Highway 61, one 
must pass a bend in the Mississip­ 
pi river. 
A small bluff on 
the 
Missouri side just below New Mad­ 
rid is significant because 
of 
its 
Civil War utility. 
It was one 
of 
several fortfications maintained by 
Southern forces during the conflict 
between the States. 
And just before this mound 
is 
reached one finds the remains of 
an ancient river, mentioned on old 
Spanish grant deeds as the River 
St. Maries. 
It entered the Fath­ 
er of Waters about two miles west 
add slightly south of New Madrid, 
forming a huge 
lake 
known as 
Lake St. George just 
above 
its 
mouth. 
In 1811 the entire 
countryside 
was changed by 
an 
earthquake, 
which 
swallowed 
up 
River 
St. 
Maries and Lake St. George alike 
raising the level of the old 
river 
bed. 
Old deeds stiU refer to the 
banks of the river as marking the 
beginning or end of certain sec­ 
tions of land along the so-called 
Sikeston Ridge which in time gone 
bye was nothing more or less than 
the east bank of the river; hence 
the ridge of rich alluvial soil with 
some sand. 
Likewise the rambler finds 
an 
explanation for the other bank of 
the ridge. 
It 
formed 
the 
west 
bank of 
the 
Bayou St. John 
a 
creek since drained in favor 
of 
man-made drainage ditches which 
criss-cross the entire section. 
Enroute to this southern point of 
the trip may be found numerous* 
Indian mounds, most of them na­ 
tural formations but used 
before 
the era of the white man as vant­ 
age points by former natives 
of 
this country. 
The mounds 
often 
yield bits of that ancient civiliza­ 
tion in the form of flints, arrow­ 
heads, spear 
points, 
bowls and 
bones of departed 
chieftains and 
tribesmen. 


The Mounds 


Just south of New Madrid 
on 
Highway 61 is located 
a mound 
larger than the rest, and possibly 
man-made. 
It has been a public 
burial ground for more than one 
hundred years, but a scientific ex­ 
ploration yet remains to be made. 
South fo it and not far removed, 
is a slight natural elevation which 
formerly served pre-Civil War res­ 
idents as a landing 
spot on the 
banks of Lake St. George. 
New 
Madrid visible from that spot, and 
about two miles distant, was first 
named “The Greasy 
Spot”, 
for 
there traders and Indians render­ 
ed bear fat for their own use and 
for medical purposes. 
While in New Madrid the visitor 
is advised to visit “The Dawson 
Oak”, a tree which spreads 
its 
branches over a radius of many 
yards. 
But the 
Dawson home, 
built before the Civil War is the 
chief point of interest, known as 


cme of the beauty spots of the en­ 
tire district. Flowers, attractively 
arranged against a background of 
rustic simplicity add to the struc­ 
ture. 
Those who 
find 
difficulty 
each summer with interior decora­ 
tors may be interested in the wall 
paper which was applied prior to 
the civil conflict, and which today 
defies duplication. 
Then northward, leaving 
New 
Madrid at its vantage point on the 
River, alongside a huge mound of 
'earth man-made to retain and hold 
in check the mighty 
Mississippi 
should it again threaten the safety 
of Cairo, HL, some 24 miles away. 
The road follows the Jadwin levee, 
a tremendous earth mound, rang­ 
ing in a long 21-ndle route from 
Cairo to the River. 
Cue of the 
gigantic machines used in its con­ 
struction remains on the land side 
of the levee together with an iron 
backet which day after day crawl­ 
ed through the “borrow pit” and 
deposited its 15-yard load of earth 
on the mound. 
Spools of 
huge 
cable beginning to rust are de- 
{ 
»osited 
along the route, but 
we 
eave the levee road for a side lane 
leading past the 
Phillip 
Wright 
farm to another forest monarch, 
an elm, which has stood for cen­ 
turies. 
Forest Giant 


The tree is located in the public 
road right-of-way, 
and therefore 
has been spared, although count­ 
less wagons and farm vehicles have 
had to dip around 
its seven 
or 
eight-foot base. 
During the war 
so old natives say, spies first fo<r 
one side and then for the other, as 
the fight ranged back and forth, 
climbed to its topmost branches r.o 
view the countryside for possible 
bushwackers or encampments 
Af 
the enemy. It stands today a lone 
sentinal possibly ruminating the 
time when the district of which it 
is part was covered 
by 
similar 
forest giants. 
Then back through LaForge and 
on to Highway 61 
again toward 
Sikeston. 
A woods tract is men­ 
tioned as having story possibilities. 
It recalls the Widow Cupp, who, 
during the early 80s was in danger 
of losing the estate to a lender of 
money. 
She informed a band 
of 
horsemen one evening 
of her 
plight, mentioning that the mort­ 
gage holder was due to come 
to­ 
morrow to collect or take the place. 
The horsemen held conference, ad­ 
vanced sufficient money to lift the 
mortgage. 
The next morning the 
holder of the note was robbed in 
broad daylight. 
The 
James 
boys, 
Jesse 
and 
Frank, had performed one of the 
Robinhood acts which now are part 
of Missouri 
folklore. 
The 
boys 
visited 
here 
frequently. 
Near 
Bertrand, a 
Mississippi 
County 
village, eight miles east, is buried 
a relative to the James boys, and 
to his grave the band repaired once 
yearly to pay their respects to the 
dead.

Deason, district governor of 
the 
State Lions Association meet with 
success. 
In a letter to all Clubs, Mr. Dea­ 
son says: 
“I have recently been 
appointed on the Board of Man­ 
agers for the State Hospitals for 
the Insane, Epileptic and Tuber­ 
cular. 
These Hospitals are locat­ 
ed 
at 
Fulton, 
Farmington, 
St. 
Joseph, Nevada, Marshall and Mt. 
Vernon. 
A large percentage 
of 
the people in the insane hospitals 
have a great desire for books. They 
are confined there for mental de­ 
ficiencies, but many of them are al­ 
most normal a large percentage of 
the time. 
It is not unusual for a 
patient to 
get 
possession of 
a 
book of fiction, a picture book, or 
a Bible and carry it in the bib of 
his overalls while working in the 
gardens, or hide it under the mat­ 
tress of his bed. Books are so 
scarce in the State Hospitals that 
patients are reluctant about 
al­ 
lowing them to get out of 
their 
possession. 
They are the 
same 
about jig-saw puzzles. There are 
thousands of these patients. 
“There is an unusual demand by 
E 
atients for Bibles ami folk song 
ooks. 
Patients in the school for 
Feeble Minded and Epileptic chil­ 
dren at Marshall crave books 
of 
nursery rhymes, and picture books. 
Magazines are not worth while be­ 
cause a large majority of stories 
are continued and the binding 
is 
not permanet 
enough to allow 
them to last. 
Many people 
buy 
books of fiction, read 
them 
and 
then put them away to accumulate 


dust until the next house cleaning 
time. 
If people could be induced 
to donate these books to the Li­ 
brary in the State Hospitals, 
the 
books would be read many, many 
times, possibly hundreds of times, 
and would not lose their usefulness 
as long as the binding 
holds 
to 
gether. 
The same applies to jig­ 
saw puzzles. 
When a family buys 
a puzzle, it is usually put togeth­ 
er once or twice and then forgot­ 
ten. 
If that was sent to a State 
Hospital it would be used until it 
is completely worn out”.

from 
any person—except the local store­ 
keeper. They have asked the “lo­

newspaper

them 
spread this gospel. 
This the pa­ 
pers did, and in addition many re­ 
fused to carry advertisements of 
any but local conerns. They tho’t 
his was good business all around, 
as it would build up local sales and 
help the newspaper in the end. 
All this was a few years ago. 
With very short memories, 
the 
merchants today are doing, in some 
measure, the very thing they have 
asked the newspapers to fight in 
the years past. Here are some in­ 
stances: 
Some outside printing concerns 
send out solicitors 
or 
advertise 
through the mail cheap prices 
on 
letter heads, envelopes, statements, 
etc. 
The prices are less than the

smaller community and 
“takes” business on the basis of 
low prices, he merely invites com­ 
petition from printers outside the 
city on work that might be profit­ 
able. 
Only on the basis of price 
can one or both of these printers 
get business. 
The one great point that 
mo3t 
merchants fail to grasp is 
that 
every dollar they send out of the 
community is gone, 
un the other 
hand, every dollar spent in 
the 
community returns, directly or in­ 
directly. 
Directly, it will mean the sale 
of merchandise to the printer or 
his employees. 
If money is 
not 
spent with them they will not have 
any money to spend. 
Indirectly, the printer and

Educator Says 
College Training 
Is Investm ent 


“Many young men and 
women 
are often blind to the advantages 
of investing time in school”, said 
Dr. Walter Williams, President of 
the University of Missouri, in dis­ 
cussing the prospects for the com­ 
ing school year. “As soon as pos­ 
sible, they leave school, go to work, 
to make money”. 
The 
average 
boy who finishes only the element­ 
ary school makes several hundred 
dollars a year during the 
time 
his former classmates, 
now 
in 
high school, make nothing. 
The 
boy who finishes high school will 
make enough in five years after 
he has begun work, however, to pay 
for his time in high school; 
and 
at the end of that five years, he 
will be making an average of $200 
a year more than the boy with only 
an elementary school education. 
“Recent statistical surveys”, he 
contiued, “shows that 
the 
man 
with only an elementar y school 
education ordinarily reaches 
the 
peak of his earning power at 45, 
making $1700 a year, while 
the 
boy who attended high school, for 
even part of the four-year course, 
earns a maximum salary of $2000 
at 54 and the high school gradu­ 
ate, reaching his peak at 55, earns 
$2800. 
The college graduates in­ 
come, on the other hand, increas­ 
es steadily until at 65 he makes 
$6200 a year, as compared 
with 
$1975 of the high school gradu­ 
ate and the $1375 of the man who 
has never gone beyond the 
ele­ 
mentary grades. 
“The average man with only ele­ 
mentary 
school 
makes 
$64,000 
from the time he is 
14 till 
he 
reaches 60; thus his life's earn­ 
ings may be said to be $64,000. On 
the other hand, the average high 
school graduate earns in his life 
time 
$88,000. 
And 
the college

ARTICLE 4 


THE BACK SWING 


A majority of the golfers of to­ 
day have the bad habit of starting 
the back swing with the hands and 
wrists. 
In doing this, the golfer in order 
not to throw his swing out of tim­ 
ing starts “'hitting” the ball from 
the top of his swing and when he 
comes in contact with the ball, he 
[has no snap left in his 
wrists, 
therefore he “pushes” the ball. 
In order to “hit” 
through the 
ball, the club must be started back 
with the left 
shoulder. 
The club 
head travels about 24 inches be­ 
fore the wrists start to move, then 
they bend upward until the club 
head is level with your head and 
then they bend into the body. 
At 
this time of the swing you want 
to be sure that the wrists are down 
and that the knuckles are pointing 
toward the sky. 
I find that a great many golfers 
have 
the 
wrong 
conception of 
where the right elbow should be. 
on the back swing. The term, ‘ the 
right elbow into the body”, does 
not mean that it should be against 
the body, but the elbow should be 
pointing toward the ground 
an 
not away from it. 
You will 
find 
that 
the back 
swing can be made much easier if 
the arms are free of the body, and 
with no tension of the muscles in 
the back. The muscles of the hips 
and shoulders should be springy, 
but not tight.

MISSOURI HISTORY 
C ourtesy M issouri H istorical Society 
W ashington Com m ent 
PERTINENT PARAGRAPHS 
FROM THE PARIS APPEAL 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 
The signing of 
Missouri’s first 
Ccnstitutivn took place on July 19, 
1820, one hundred and thirteen 
years ag» this week, in a small St. 
Louis hotel, the Mansion House at 
the northeast comer of Third and 
Vine Streets. 
With the ceremony 
o f signing completed, the first of 
the three constitutions of Missouri 
went into effect, the State of Mis­ 
souri came into existence, and the 
first of Missouri's six constitution­ 
al conventions came to an end. 
After bitter 
debate 
involving 
the question of slavery, Congress 
had on March 6, 1820, authorized 
Missouri to form a constitution. 
This convention met in St. Louis 
on Jane 12, 1820, and in a 
little 
more than five weeks completed its 
work. Although Missouri had act­ 
ually become a State in 1820, her 
admission was held up in Congress 
by renewed controversy over slav­ 
ery, and it was not until over a 
year later, that President Monroe 
on August 10, 1821, declared Mis­ 
souri’s admission to be complete. 
The first Missouri 
constitution 
was a document not exceeding 10,- 
000 words, and the smallest of the 
three 
adopted 
constitutions. 
It 
was amended in the 1820’s and 
1830’s, and in 1844 the voters 
of 
the State by an overwhelming ma­ 
jority approved the calling of an­ 
other constitutional convention. 
•The constitutional convention of 
1845 met in Jefferson City on No­ 
vember 17, and after a session of 
nearly two months, adjourned 
on 
January 14, 1846. 
This constitu­ 
tion was submitted to the voters of 
the State in August, 1846, and re­ 
jected by more than 9000 votes. 
Although a new constitution had 
been rejected, amendments 
were 
ratified by every General Assem­ 
bly from 1849 until the Civil War. 
The coming of war brought with it 
extra ordinary measures in gov­ 
ernment in Missouri. A State Con­ 
vention which held sessions during 
the years 
1861-62-63, 
had 
been 
called to consider Missouri’s rela­ 
tions with the Federal Union. This 
convention, meeting in a time of 
war, found it necessary to carry 
on a provisional government, and 
it assumed the authority to amend 
the constitution from time to time. 
In this sense it is considered 
a 
constitutional convention. 
A growing radical sentiment in 
Missouri soon demanded 
another 
constitutional convention, and 
in 
1864 the people approved a 
new 
convention by 
a large 
majority. 
This convention met in the 
Mer­ 
cantile Library a t St. Louis Janu­ 
ary 6, 1865, and did not 
adjourn 
until 
April 
10, 1865. 
Primarily 
called to consider amendments on 
the subjects of emancipation and 
the restriction of suffrage to loyal 
citizens, the convention soon 
de­ 
cided to make a general revision 
of the constitution. 
This constitu­ 
tion, commonly called the “Drake 
Constitution” because of the 
in­ 
fluence of Charles D. Drake, 
the 
vcie-president over the convention, 
was notoriously unpopular, mainly 
because 
of 
suffrage 
provisions 
which disenfranchised 
so 
many 
Missourians who had been sympa­ 
thy with the South. The new con­ 
stitution was passed in the election 
on June 6, 1865, by a majority of 
only JR62 votes. It took the place 
of the 1820 constitution, and 
was 
the second constitution of Missou­ 
ri. 
Although most of the objection­ 
able provisions of the 1865 consti­ 
tution were eliminated soon after 
its adoption, 
many 
Missourians 
sought its repeal. 
Except for the 
provisions on suffrage and slavery, 
the 1865 constitution did not dif­ 
fer radically from the 1820 consti­ 
tution although it was about 
50 
per cent larger. 
By a majority of only 283 votes, 
a new convention was called at an 
election in November, 1874. 
Dele­ 
gates were elected on January 26, 
1875, end they assembled at 
the 
capitol in Jefferson City on May 5, 
1875. 
This convention, during 
a 
session that lasted until August 2, 
1875, arew 
up 
the 
constitution 
which is still in force in Missouri. 
The people of the State ratified the 
new constitution on October 
30, 
1875, by the large 
majority 
of 
more than 76,000 votes. 
The new 
constitution 
was 
approximately 
twice as large as that of 1865. 
Up to 1920, ninety-nine amend­ 
ments to the 1876 constitution had 
been proposed. 
In August, 1921, 


the voters of Missouri authorized 
another convention, which met at 
Jefferson City on May 15, 1922, and 
did not finally adjourn until 
No­ 
vember 6, 1923. The work of the 
convention, 
in • the form of 21 
amendments to 
the 
Constitution, 
was presented to the voters 
on 
February 26, 1924, and all but six 
of them were rejected. 
This con 
vention, the sixth in the history of 
the State, was the last to be held 
to date, but important amendments 
have continued to be submitted to' 
the voters at succeeding elections.

Rabies Is An Infectious Disease 


Rabies is an infectious disease 
chiefly affecting dogs, but to which 
all mammals are susceptible. The 
disease 
is communicated 
usually 
by the bites of dogs, the virus be­ 
ing contained in the salivary se­ 
cretion. It prevails in all countries 
except England, where the impor­ 
tation of dogs has been prohibited 
and the infection has been practi­ 
cally unknown for many years. In 
1903 Negri described certain char­ 
acteristic 
intracellular 
bodies 
which he regarded as protozoa and 
he etiologic factor in rabies. These 
bodies were found in various parts 
if the nervous system, and esp^d* 
illy in Aenmon’s horn. 


The Period of Incubation 


As in tetanus, when the symo- 
oms of rabies appear the disease 
irocess is already well establish- 
jd. 
The period of incubation 
ir. 
logs varies from a week to several 
months; usually the disease mani­ 
fests itself within three to ten 
veeks. Although the animals may 
appear healthy, they are capable 
of transmitting 
the 
disease 
to 
human beings during several days 
mmediately prior to the appear­ 
ance of the initial symptoms. The 
ncubation period of rabies in hu-' 
nan being varies from 
15 to 601 
lays, although it must be observed ¡ 
that incubation periods of a year 
or more have been recorded. The 
probable explanation of the latter, 
phenomenon is the 
encapsulation 
of the virus in some part of the | 
body, possibly in the tissues near 
the wound.

case of human rabies has ever 
been reported. 
The Pasteur Treatment 


That th treatment of rabies by 
the Pasteur method has been emi­ 
nently successful is shown by an 
investigation of the statistics pri­ 
or to, and after, is introduction in 
1886. 
These show that the mor­ 
tality of rabies (that is, of per­ 
sons 
bitten by 
rabid anmilas), 
which had been as high as 30 per 
cent, was reduced to lc:s than 
1 
(0.7) per cent in the Institute of 
Pasteur during the first five years 
after the introduction of the im­ 
munization method. Among those 
untreated during the 
same 
five 
years, the official records show a 
mortality of twenty per cent (20). 
In other words, 
the preventive 
treatment reduced the mortality to 
seven deaths in every thousand, 
while at the same time two hun­ 
dred deaths per thousand occurred 
among those untreated. 
At the present time the mortality 
among patients receiving the Pas­ 
teur treatment is from one-tenth 
to three-tenths of one per cent 
(0.1-0.3). This low mortality, as 
compared with the original death 
rate of about one per cent among 
those treated, is due to improve­ 
ments in the technic. 
Treatment 
is now begun with a fourteen-day 
cord and 
terminated with one 
which has been desiccated 
three 
days. 
The Pasteur treatment proceed­ 
ed upon the theory that resistance 
to the virus of rabies could be de­ 
veloped in a patient who had been 
bitten by a mad dap, if, cauteriz­ 
ing the wound, a series of hypoder­ 
mic injections were given, begin­ 
ning with a very much attenuated 
suspension of the spinal cord of 
an animal dying of rabies, 
and 
proceedings with daily injections 
of the same material in gradual­ 
ly less and less attenuated form. 
Attenuation or weakening of the 
virus was accomplished by expos­ 
ure of the cord for varying lengths 
of time, from one day to twentv- 
one days. 
It is now known that! 
the use of a one-day cord is ex­ 
ceedingly dangerous, 
even 
after, 
intensive prophylactic 
treatment: 
has been given; and that a 21-day1 
cord has practically no effect. The

Civil War Fort 


Back again on Highway 61, one 
must pass a bend in the Mississip­ 
pi river. 
A small bluff on 
the 
Missouri side just below New Mad­ 
rid is significant because 
of 
its 
Civil War utility. 
It was one 
of 
several fortfications maintained by 
Southern forces during the conflict 
between the States. 
And just before this mound 
is 
reached one finds the remains of 
an ancient river, mentioned on old 
Spanish grant deeds as the River 
St. Maries. 
It entered the F ath­ 
er of W aters about two miles west 
add siigntiy south of New Madrid, 
forming a 
huge 
lake 
known as 
Lake St. George just 
above 
its 
mouth. 
In 1811 the entire 
countryside 
was changed by 
an 
earthquake, 
which 
swallowed 
up 
River 
St. 
Maries and Lake St. George alike 
raising the level of the old 
river 
bed. 
Old deeds still refer to the 
banks of the river as marking the 
beginning or end of certain sec­ 
tions of land along the so-called 
Sikeston Ridge which in time gone 
bye was nothing more or less than 
the east bank of the river; hence 
the ridge of rich alluvial soil with 
some sand. 
Likewise the ram bler finds 
an 
explanation for the other bank of 
the ridge. 
It 
formed 
the 
west 
bank of 
the 
Bayou St. John 
a 
creek since drained in favor 
of 
man-made drainage ditches which 
criss-cross the entire section. 
Enroute to this southern point of 
the trip may be found numerous*

A majority of the golfers of to-, 
day have the bad habit of starting 
j the back swing with the hands and 
wrists. 
In doing this, the golfer in order1 
not to throw his swing out of tim-i 
ing starts “hitting” the Hall fro m 1 
the top of his swing and when he ‘

therefore he “pushes” the ball. 
In order to "hit”

hall, the club must be started E>ack 
, with the left shoulder. 
The club 
* head travels about 24 inches be-j 
fore the wrists start to move, then I 
they bend upward until the club 
head is level with your head and 
then they bend into the body.

this time of the swing you want 
to be sure that the w rists are down 
and that the knuckles are pointing 
toward the sky.

Rabies is an infectious disease 
chiefly affecting dogs, but to which 
all mammals are susceptible. 
The 
disease 
is communicated 
usually 
by the bites of dogs, the virus be­ 
ing contained in the salivary 
se­ 
cretion. It prevails in all countries 
except England, where the impor­ 
tation of dogs has been prohibited 
and fhe infection has been practi­ 
cally unknown for many years. In 
1903 Negri d< scribed certain char­ 
acteristic 
intracellular 
bodies 
which he regarded as protozoa : nd 
he etiologic factor in rabies. These 
bodies were found in various parts 
>f the nervous system, and esp4d- 
illy in Ammon’s horn.
